common, as they seem likely to, they 
will undoubtedly suffer from vulgar 
treatment at. the hands of ordinary 
playwrights and inferior actors.

Biblical dramas, but we doubt, if tl e 
actors there behave any more reverent- 


ing and the sentiment expressed ini 
the various addresses was dignified 
and eminently in keeping with the!
